BEARING CHICKENS ON THE 
FARM 
Contributed. 


There is every indication that there 
will be a great consumption of poul- 
try in Canada this year. The demand 
for every class shows a striking in- 
crease during the last few years. Mr. 
F. C. Hare, chief of the Dominion 
Poultry Division, does not believe it 
possible for the farmers to rear, for 
at least five years to come, more util- 
jty type chickens than can be sold 
with profit. on the Canadian markets 
alone. Moreover, commission mer- 
chants in Great Pritam can handle 
profitably at least £1,000,006 worth of 

‘Tour poultry yearly. Last year the 
export of chickens to Great Britain 
was materially reduced on account of 
the great demand in Canada. The 
poultry exports from Canada ~to 
Great Britain -were-or!ly $160,518, a 
small proportion of the $5,154,092 im- 
ported by the Mother Country. The 
greatest value of poultry was export-

The old: fowls should 
te killed. There is a greatly inereas- 
ed profit in breeding from utility-type 
epecimens rather than from common 
barnyard stock. It is preferable to 
sclect the eggs for hatehing from a 
breeding pen of the best ten or twelve 
hens and one cockeral, rather than 
trom the larger number- of laying 
hens on the farm. As a genera! rule 
fie’ egys that are incubated on the 
fatm are the eggs from the poorer 
layers, A utility-type Plymouth 
Rock sockerel should be bought and 
placed at the head of the breeding 


pen. A greit improvement will be 
noticed in any flock of farm fowls 
by crossing with the Plymouth Rock. 
The eggs for hatching sbould be 
kept iz a cool place, (40 to 60. de- 
grees), The chickens should. not be 
a Matched Iwter than the middle of 
Wmo. May hatched chickens are pre- 
ferabic>~ it is quite possible for al- 
most every farmer to increase the 


nutaber of chickens reared with lit- 
tie extra labor. 

Sitting hens should not be allowed to 
hatch chickens in any piace they choose 
tuul the farm buildings. They should 
ene pen, set apart for thig pur- 
The nest boxes should be made 
it a floor and placed around the

There is a great loss in farm-rear- 
ed chickéms, caused by the mother hen 
taving her liberty. The hen wanders 
through the wet grass; the chickens 
foHow her and become chilled and the 
weaker ones die. This loss can be rpre- 
vented by confining the héns in a brood 
scoop. It is more satisfactory ‘to have 
a.jarge brooi cocp that will be a shel- 
ter during inclement weather. A pack- 
ing box of three or four feet, each di- 
mensfon. is none too large. The cover 
of the box can be used for the floor. 
The box ts reversed (open end on the 
ground) and an opening one foot, high 
ia made. across one side of tha box 
against the open end.

EW CITY CHARTER 
A Concensus of the Ordinance 
Which Will Make Edmonton a 
City. 


oe 


The ses of the proposed charter 
which will change the standing of Ed- 
monton from a town to that of a city 
arrived during the Jatter part of last 
week. The charter was drafted some 
time since and severai printed copies 
have been secured for the use of the 
members of the council and of thd Leg- 
isiature when the bili is laid 
before them. As yet the bill is one 
only in form, for it tas pot come te- 


fore the Legislature of the Territories 


yet for ratification. The necessary leg- 
ai ®teps will be taken and the bili will 
come up at the next session of the 
Assembly. 

In form the charter resembles an cr- 
dinance and 
chapters. 

Chapter one gives the name of the 


proposed ordimance and the interpreta- 


tion of terms used in tha document. 


Ctapter two states the purpose of the 


ordinance. a 

Under chanter three the counci: of the 
city shal: ‘consist of a Mayor and six 
councillors. The city shalJl be divided 


into wards and two councillors shall be 


eiectec from each ward. 


Chapter four defines the qualifications 


necessary to a voter in municipal elec- 
tions, and the three succeeding chap- 
@ers provide for the holding of thq clec- 
tions for the selection of councillors and 
echoo: trustees. 

Chapter eight recites the offences for 
wiich @ person shall be considered guil- 
ty of bribery. 

vies chapter 2 nine provision is made that 
the Mayor may resign his position ana 
that any vacancy caused by death, re- 
movai or retirement in the council ¢cur- 
ing the year Shall be filled by the coun- 
ch appointing a successor to fill the 
vacancy, a three-quarters majority of 
the counci: being nmecespary to make 
euch appointment. : : 

The first meeting of the city council 
each year is fixed for the first Mon- 
day in January, the whole council te- 
ing necessary to form a quorum at 
this meeting. 

The three succeeding chapters. set 
forth the duties of the Mayor and secre- 
tary and provide for the appointment 
of the fatter, : 

The next four chapters permit the 
appointment of an Arsessment Com- 
missioner, who with the Mayor ehall 
appoint 22 Many assessors as are fo-wnd 
necessary, the town being divided into 
wards for this purpose. 

The councli is empowered to appoint 
three commissioners to have cnarge of 
certain public works. 

Provision is made that one-third ef 
the members of the councl: or thirty 
ratepayers may petition the Lieutenant 
Governor and have a commission ap 
pointed to investigate the city finances. 
The councl! may «also request a Judge 
$0. investigate arly matter. 

The total debenture debt af the city 
shall mot exceed 121-2 per cent. of the 
assessed value of the property. 

Probably the moct interesting of the 
remaining ciauces is 
the method of assessment. It is provid- 
ea that. tames shall be levie& on real 
propertr and income, the couneil -aleo 
having che privilege of levying a busi- 
ness tax, proportioned to the emount 
of floor space occupied by certain lines 
of business. j 


CHINESE INVASION 


Victoria, April, 20.—Just as Canada 
in general and British Columbia in 
particular were beginning to «in- 
dulge in self-congratulation that the 
augmentation of the capitation tax 
on Chinese immigrants had effectual- 
ly solved this great industrial prob- 
lem’ which has so long perplexed this 
prevince, news is received which 
bursts the alluring bubble. 

The R.M.S. Emoress of China came 
in from Hong Kong and Yokohama 
and costrary to the rule prevailing 
since the new tax became collectable 
on the first of the current year, her 
arrival meant abundance of work for 
the interpreter and immigration of- 
ficers. 

There were vo fewer than 112 be- 
queued passengers in the white lin- 
er’s steerage, each and all of whom 
fail within the definition of the ob- 
Jectionable class against which the 
so-called excessive poll tax is direct- 
ed. 

The amount of the 
sessment, $56,000, it 
has been deposited upon the em- 
barkation of the new-comers, the 
steamship company declining to incur 
any responsibility im the premises. 

An explanation of the sudden and 
marked revival of Chinesc immigra- 
tion is nat cusily had. Tt is reporied, 
however, that the inflow eéased but 
temporarily, owing to hope being held 
out «to prospective “emigrants in the 
Chinese coast cities that ‘such pres- 
sure would be brought to bear upon 
the British government by the Chi- 
nese, as would induce the former to 


Canadian as- 
is understood, 


disallow the €anadian legislation. 
Such hopes being doomed to disap- 
pointment, the Chinese have come to 


the conclusion that it is better te pay 
the price than forgo the pleasure of 


earning Canadian money in unequal 
competition with Canadian working- 
men. 

Previous to that not a single China- 
trian had entered into the customary 
way by paying the prescribed © per 
capita tex, the only collection pre- 
viously made under the revised fed- 


eral law being from the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Company, one of 
whose Chinese servants ceserted from 
an Empress liner at Vancouver. 

It may be possible that this in- 
e.dent had some bearing en the large 
Chinese passenger list of the incom- 
ing steamer. 

The one unwelcome fact remains, 
that the Empress of China brings 112 
Chinese, each of whom has already de- 
posited his S500 for the right to en- 


(ter and make his home in the Cana- 


dian dominion.

THE SINEWS OF WAR 


The Japanese war expenditure up 
till March 3ist, amounts to $78,000,- 
000. This has been mei by $50,000,- 
009 exchequer bonds, by $12,500,000 
from the special fund, and $15,000,000 
from temporary loan. - The expendi- 
ture from now until the end of De- 
cember for war purposes, is estimated 
at $190,0060,000. It will be met in 
part by $20,000,000 from special war 
reserves, by issue of $140,000,000 ex- 
chequer bonds, by $34,900,000 taxes, 
$3,500,000 from ordinary surplus re- 
ceipts, and by $12,500,000 frem the 
special fund. The total imerease from 
war taxes isestimated to produce 
$34,000,000. These figures are con- 
verted. to Canadian dollars. 

Russia has made a new issue _ of 
$15,000,000 in paper currency against 
free gold in the state bank. At the 
ministry of finance, it was explained 
that it was an ordinary issue and in 
no sense was forced. Unger the law 
paper is issuable to double the amount 
of gold up to $150,030,000° gold, in ex- 
cess of which paper issued must be 
covered rouble for rouble. in the 
state bank there are in round figures 
$400,000,000 in gold, which would per- 
mit of an issue of $550,000,000 in pa- 
per. But the paper issue at present 
only amounts to $350,000,090. All 
sorts of figures of the cost of the war 
are printed abroad. The correspond- 
ent of the Associated Press is au- 
thoritatively informed thatthe daily 
expenses are averaging $750,000 and 
it is estimated that a yé@ut’s expendi- 
tures for the war will total $250,000,- 
000. To meet this there existed a 
free balance of £50,000,000,¢which was 
increased to $115,000,000 by — 
tions of ordinary bndgets, leaving os- 
tensibly $135,006,000 to be found. But 
a portion of the latter is made up by 
the increased earnings of the _ rail- 
roads owned by the government. It 
being in reality a question of book- 
keeping, how the balance is to be 
raised has not yet been determined. 
No foreign loun has been arranged 
and none is desired, if it can be 
avoided, as practicaliy the total of 
the war expenditure will be raised 
at bome. ‘The minister of finance 
says it may be easy to float an inter- 
national loan late in the summer or 
fall.

CANADA THE PURVEYOR 


The London Morning Post, refer- 
ring to the suggested preference for 
Canadian wheat, points out the fact 
that at all American exhibitions dur- 
ing the past ten years, Canada has 
carried off the chief prizes against 
much more numerous sampies of Am- 
erican wheat. The development of 
Western Canada is based on scientific 
principles, while ignorance has made 
the Aimerican West a great Jean land. 
The Post says all things favor Can- 
ada, whieh if established.as sole pur- 
veyor of wheat to the Mother coun- 
try, would be able to sell at a reduc- 
ed price. 


WANT CANADIAN CATTLE 


At a mecting of the Animal and 
Meat. Trade section of the Incorpor- 
ated Chamber of Commerce of Liver- 
pool, a telegram was read from Sir 
Aifred Jones, urging the section to 
press the gevernment for a removal 
of the embargo cn Canadian cattle. 

The following resolution was car- 
ried unanimously: “That the present 
restrictions on the importation of 
Canadian cattle into Great Britain

The Annual Repoit of the Minister of

During the season of 1903, there were 
eighteen in operation, located at the 
following places: Edmonton, Wetas- 
kiwin, Lacombe, Blackfalds, Red 
Deer, Innisfail, Tindastoll, Olds, Cal- 
gary, Moosejaw, Regina, Prince Al- 
hert, Qu’Appelle, Grenfel, White- 
wood, Mocsomin, Churechbridge and 
Saltcoats—being nive in northern Al- 
berta, eight in Assimiboia and one in 


Owing parthy to the favorable con
